Dr. King symbol of peace, justice 


To the editor: 


The Madison-Venice Branch of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
noting the Black History Month 
of February 1988, recognizes the 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
for his contributions to social 
justice and public decency. 

We salute the convictions 
which motivated his exemplary 
life and his’ accomplishments in 
relation to education and oppor- 
tunity for us all. 

Martin Luther King Jr. was 
born on Jar. 15, 1929, in Atlanta. 
He was a third-generation Bap- 
tist preacher. He completed high 
school in two years and entered 
college when he was 15. 

He “earned a liberal arts 
degree from Morehouse College 
in’ Atlanta, a divinity degree 
from Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary in Chester, Pa., where he 
was top man in’ bis graduating 
class, and a Ph.D. in theology 
from Boston University. 

Dr. King stands as the symbol 
of the Black revolution in Ameri- 
ca. Perhaps more than any other 
Black, he seared the conscience 
of the nation and forced it to 
leok, though slowly and unwill- 


ingly, at the ills of racial dis- 
crimination. 

Equally important, he has 
roused and strengthened Black 
America’s demand for equality 
through an extraordinary ability 
to interpret its longing and frus- 
tration in terms that the ordi- 
na Black can respond to and 
understand. 

It was in Montgomery that he 
first established his credentials 
as a leader in the struggle for 
civil rights. As president of the 


Montgomery Improvement Asso--4 assassin’s bullet. 


ciation, he guided and sustained 
the 381-day boycott in protesting 
segragationist policies in the city 
transportation system. 

Pursuant to his non-violent 
approach to civil disobedience, 
victory was secured in a court of 
law with a ruling mandating 
integration of this public accom- 
modation. 

Among his most dramatic 
accomplishments were the 
Prayer Pilgrimage to Washing- 
ton, D.C., in 1957, marches in 
Birmingham and the nation’s 
capital in 1963, and the march 
from Selma to Montgomery in 
1965. 

His address to the thousands 
gathered in Washington became 


the focal point for his genera- 
tion’s aspirations for justice and 
peace. 

In 1964, he attained global 
stature _as the recipient of the 
Nobel Peace Prize. His numer- 
ous awards and accolades only 
reinforced his sense of mission 
to the poor and the needy. 

It was during his expression of 
solidarity with the garbage 
workers striking against the city 
of Memphis in 1968 that he met 
his untimely death from an 


Dr. King blended his years of 
philosophical- and theological 
study with his- wise and practical 
experience and demonstrated the 
difference between a~ human 
being and a humanitarian, 

For this dream, he lived splen- 
didly and sacrificed himself 
totally. 

In the hope that his spirit wifi 
always remain alive amo us,. 
the Madison-Venice Branch of 
NAACP salutes the Rev. Dr 
Martin Luther-King Jr., a great 
civil rights_leader-who gave. his 
life for peace and justice.

New market for Illinois corn — plastic 


To the editor: 

Several years ago, technology 
produced commercial ethanol as 
a fuel.substitute-for automobile 
gasoline. 

Millions of cars now run on a 
combination fuel of petroleum 
gasoline and 5 to 10 pércent eth- 
anol made from corn 

Today, scientists are again 
researching.a fantastic new 
market for corn — biodegrad- 
able plastics. 

In October, several of my col- 
leagues and I weve successful in 
convincing the Senate Agricul- 
tural Appropriations Subcommit- 
tee to include $300,000 for the 
Department of Agriculture 
Northern Research Center in 
Peoria for research on corn- 
starch-based biodegradable plas- 
tics. 

‘The potential for this technolo- 
gy is incredible. 

Research at several labs and 
universities around the country 
is producing commercially via- 
ble plastics as strong and resil- 
ient as the similar products 
made from petroleum. ~ 

The idea is relatively simple. 
Cornstarch can be added to tra- 
ditional petroleum plastics 
small amounts without: signifi- 
cantly reducing the strength of a 
garbage sack, shopping bag or 
feed grain sack. 

The cornstarch, however, 
when discarded, will break down 
and disintegrate within several 
years. Traditional plastics, 
unfortunately, are with us forev- 
er.

Illinois senior citizens are 
being cautioned to pay special 
attention to three potential pit- 
falls with their 1987 state income 
tax ‘returns: : 

*-Senior citizens should take a 
second look before filing their

State Revenue Director Roger 
D. Sweet said numerous senior 
citizens have called with ques- 
tions on these three areas. 

- Circuit Breaker tax relief is a 

yearly check from the state, for 
anywhere from $80 to $780, that 
is available to Hlinois residents 
with a household income of less 
than $14,000 and who are at least 
65 years old or totally disabled. 

‘Anyone who is eligible for Cir- 
chit Breaker may file an appli-- 
cation anytime during 1988, 

whether or not they have to file 
imcome tax returns,’ Sweet said. 

«Hilinois residents have to file a 

state income tax return if they 
file a federal return. 

Even if they’re not required to 
file“a federal return, they must 
still file an Dlinois return if their 
adjusted gross income is more 
than $1,000 ($2,000 for couples). 

Finally, Sweet reminded tax- 
payers. that federal tax reform 
eliminated the double exemption 
for senior ‘citizens (and the 
blind), which means they can 
only claim a single exemption on 
their state tax returnitas well. 

Sweet said the Department of 
Revenue has begun to receive 
income tax returns from persons 
over age 65 who claim an addi- 
tidnal personal exemption 
beeause of their age. 

“The state income tax law is 
tied to the federal law, which 
means that we automatically 
change when the federal law is 
changed,’’: Sweet said. ‘‘When 
thd federal government changed 
the practice of granting extra 
exémptions to rsons who are 
blind or over age of 65, the 
state automatically adopted the 
same provision.

“A recent poll showed 62 per: 
cent of llinoisans support a con- 
vention. But I think they will 
reject it if they are fully 
informed of the facts. 

“That is why I am_beginning 
to speak out on this issue now. 
Those who oppose it have a 
responsibility to make sure vot- 
ers know what is at stake, and 
the message could get lost if we 
wait until the 11th hour in a 
presidential election year. 

“If citizens of Dlinois want to 
change the constitution, there is ~ 
a more efficient way than call- 
ing a costly convention,” Edgar 
said. Voters in general elections 
have already approved four 
amendments to the 1970 Consti- 
tution — ineluding _one_ that 
reduced the size of the Illinois 
House of Representatives and 
changed the method for electing m 
its members. <
